which requires the utmost cleanliness 
in the handling of a dairy stable. 
A 
farm that does not meet the most 
rigid requirement in the condition of 
the premises, the attno phere of the 
sta bes, the disposition of the wastes, 
anti the cleanliness with which milk ­ 
ing is conducted is shut out of the busi- 
ne» s. There is one farm i u a neighbor­ 
ing county the milk from which sells 
at eight times the ordinary wholesale 
price of milk , because it is able to give 
an unquestionable guarantee of the 
purity of the milk and its freedom from 
disease taint. 
There is no reason why the above 
should not be enforced in Rock ford. 
There ought to be a public milk in­ 
spection hero extending to every farm 
supplying milk for sale in this city. 
Further than that, the proportions of 
the milk interest here are sufficient to 
warrant tests of every cow by public 
inspection to a-certain eyery animal 
sulTering from tuberculosis and require 
it to be k illed. 
A trilling difference in 
cost, possibly one tick et in the number 
sold for a dollar, would meet the ex­ 
pense. 
Even if the cost were consider­ 
able, who will measure dollars against 
a human life?— Rock ford Register-Ga- 
zette.
